90 miles of the facility.

They presently contract to operate 21 facili- 
ties with over 13,600 beds in the United States, 
Puerto Rico, Australia and the United King- 
dom. Wackenhut built the 750-béd facility in 
Glades County, which opened last year. 

The South Bay facility can house'up to 1,318 
inmates and consists of 50-bed housing units 
contained in five 250-bed cell housing buildings, 
plus a special management housing unit with 
68,close custody beds and 40 segregation cells. 
There are 1,000 beds in cellular housing and 
250 beds in dormitories.

After years of feeding two 
rapidly growing sons, never 
having to worry about what to 
do with the left-overs, because 
there were none, I am now 
faced with the dilemma of just 
feeding myself. Maintaining, 
proper nutrition is very impor- 
tant when cooking for one or 
pr six. One of the biggest prob- 
lems when preparing meals for 
one or two is getting enough of 
the basic food groups included 
in your daily diet. It is not 
appetizing to eat the same food 
on Thursday that you prepared 
too muth of on Monday. I still 
haven't figured out how. to 
make a small pot of homemade 
soup Or chili, but I'm learning. 

One suggestion I was given 
when cooking large amounts of 
food, is to freeze half of it for a 
quick meal later. For some rea- 
son, I never remember to do 
that. Here are some ideas to 
get you started on making easy 
and nutritious meals for one or 
two people: Cook once and eat 
twice, or even three times. 
Cook a small roast; eat one 
Sortion now and freeze addi- 
tional portions to mix with 
vegetables for quick soups, 
stew, or chili. Buy frozen veg- 
etables in one-pound bags. 
Cook what you need for single 
dr double servings or mix sev- 
eral kinds for an interesting 
vegetable medley. Keep several 
kinds of pasta on hand. Many 
cook quickly. Pasta makes an 

ttractive side dish, or it can 
be used as a base for stew or 
topped with a low-fat sauce. 
Make single servings or cook 
extra to add to soups or 
casseroles, Mix with vegeta- 
bles and a low-fat dressing for 
pasta salad. Pasta is nlso much 
more economical than meat 
and provides us with an ۵ 
{pnt source of carbohydrates. It 
is also a fair source of protein, 
potassium, phosphorus, calci- 
um, and very little fat. 

Try a baked fruit for dessert- 
one or two servings cook quick- 
ly in a microwave oven, or 
bake the fruit along with 
another food prepared. in the 
oven.

Florida Department of Juvenile Justice Secre- 
tary Calvin Ross testified in December, 1996 
that the commitment capacity of the Florida's 
Juvenile Justice System has increased by 127 


percent, since the new department became 


operational in 1994. 

“Delinquency cases received by the Depart 
ment of Juvenile Justice reached over 171,000 
in 1995-96. That's a nine percent increase in 
referrals since the department began,” Ross 
said.“At the same time the systems capacity for 
dealing with these youth was rebuilding from a 
low point of.2,841 beds and slots in 1993-94 to 
our current capacity of 6,471 beds/slots.”

Ross gave much credit for the rebuilding 
effort to local governments, community leaders, 
and the juvenile justíce boards and councils 
who have worked together at the local level to 
put new programs, services and facilities in 
place. 

"The department has opened a total of 3,630 


new residential treatment beds and non-resi- * 
dential slots since July 1994," said Ross. “None 
of this would have been possible without con- 
corned people in local communities working 
sido by side with juvenile justice staff to bring 
these programs on line.” Plans are under way to 
open another 1,630 beds and slots by the end of 
fiscal year 1996-97. 

Even though we've made tremendous 
progress, it doesn't mean we can just sit back 
and relax,” said Ross. “As long as the rate ۲ 
delinquency referrals continues to grow, we 
must have the capacity available to meet that 
need. At the same time, we need to concentrate 
more of our efforts on cominunity-based preven- 
tion and diversion programs to keep young peo- 
ple from entering the juvenile justice “system to 
begin with.” 

The department expects to award grants 
totaling more than $6.7 million in the coming 
weeks to fund prevention and diversion pro- 
jects, after school diversion programs, mentor- 
ing programs in high crime neighborhoods, and 
minority over representation projects in seven 
pilot sites. The announcement of those grant 
awards will be made soon.

new views on human origins

A University of Florida anthropologist is part 


of an international research team whose new 
findings could change the way human evolution 
theory is taught in some classrooms. 

The team that includes UF anthropology pro- 
fessor Susan Anton used a relatively new dat- 
ing technique to show that the remains of a 
modern human ancestor are thousands -- and 
perhaps hundreds of thousands - of years 


“younger than previously thought. 


The new evidence may alter opinions that 
have been held for more than 60 years. 

“As modern-human-prigins debates go, this is 
the debate of the 908, Anton said. 

The project, to be featured in the January 


issue of the journal Science, deals with the age 


of the youngest remains of Homo erectus, the 
predecessor of Homo sapiens, or modern 
humans. The Homo erectus remains were dis- 
covered by Dutch researchers in 1931. along the

between 100,000 and 400,000 years old. Among 
other things, they used morphological dating, 
which means they looked at the (remains) and 
aid, They must be old,” Anton said.

* tus evolved into modern humans in Asia and 
Southeast Asia. Those who subscribe to the Out 


of Africa theory believe Homo sapiens arose'in 
Africa and then spread throughout the world, 
replacing Neanderthals and Homo erectus with 
little or no gene flow. 

“The new, younger age of the latest Indone- 
sian Homo erectus remains indicates they coex- 
isted with modern humans in Southeast Asia,” 
Anton said. That would mean current versions * 
of the Multiregional théory no longer are 
chronologically possible. 

“If we're right...then at that time period you 
actually have three hominids - Homo eréctus, 
Homo sapiens and Neanderthals walking the 
earth at the same time,” Anton said. By today's 
measure, with only modern humans on the 
scene, that may seem like an odd notion. 

In the big-picture scheme of things, it may not 
be so strange after all. 

“It actually turns out we're probably the 
exception rather than the ryle,” said Anton. 

Anton doesn't expect her team's new informa- 
tion to bé accepted by everyone. While anthro- 
pologists are about evenly divided between Out- 
of-Africa followers. and Multiregionalists, she 
said, the former generally enjoy moré promi- 
nence.

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The Good News About lj ods

It was a perfect day to be in 
the Rockies. The sun was shin- 
ing, the temperature was mild * 
and there was a fresh breeze 
blowing through Colorado’s Big 
‘Thompson Canyon. 

It was Saturday, July 31, 
1976. Colorado was celebrating 
100 years of statehood. Three 
thousand folks had come to Big 
Thompson Canyon to join the 


But, by six o’clock that 
evening, the weather had 
taken a turn for the worse. A 
huge thunderstorm developed 
over the canyon, a thunder- 
storm that didn't move for 
three hours. The National 
Weather Servicé estimated 
that during those three hours 
the storm produced 12 inches 
of rain. 

That foot of rain grew into a 
wall of water 19 feet high that 
roared through the Big 
Thompson Canyon, washing 
away everything in its path. 
The flood killed 139 people, 
destroyed 418 houses and 
caused 35.5 million dollars in 
damage. It was the most 
destructive flash flood in U.S. 
history. 

Floods, especially flash 
floods, kill more people each 
year than hurricanes, torna- 
does, wind storms dr lightning. 
An average of 110 people a 
year die in flooding. Most vic- 
tims are either in their cars or. 
trying to get away from their 
stalled vehicle in rising water. 

Our part of Florida has seen 
its share of flooding in recent 
years. In November of 1994,

Tropical Storm Gordon 
dumped 16 inches of rain, 
causing over 250 million dol- 
lars in agricultural losses. In 
October of 1995, 22 inches of 
rain fell in Palm Beach and 
Martin counties, producing 100 
million dollars in damage. 

Yes, everyone agrees, a flood 
is bad news. But, is it? 
Sometimes a flood can help 
more than it hurts. That's 
what scientists tried to prove 
last spring on the Colorado 
River. 

Since 1963, the Glen Canyon 
Dam has impounded the flow 
of the Colorado River above the 
Grand Canyon: Along with 
providing electrical power to 
thousands of people, the dam 
énded the floods that annually 
washed through the canyon. 
“Scientists discovered that 
those floods had a beneficial 
impact on the river corridor. 
The flooding routinely stripped 
vegetation from the channel 
banks, deposited sandbars and 
swept boulders out of the 
rapids.

years after the Glen Canyon 
Dam had begun operations, 
the Colorado River was a mess. 
It was time for a bold experi- 
ment in environmental. 


On March 26, Intérior 
Secretary Bruce Babbit, 
opened the first of four giant 
jet tubes at Glen Canyon Dam. 
Nine hundred million cubic 
meters of water flowed through 
the tubes and into the canyon. 

Never before had an inten-, 
tional flood been produced 
specifically for environmental 
benefit. Scientists held their 
breath to see what would hap- 
pen next. 

It took one week for the flood 
to flow through the canyon. 
When it was all over, scientists 
discovered that the flood 
waters had replenished beach- 
es, rejuvenated fish habitats 
and widened the two largest 
rapids on the river. 

The experimental flood had 
worked. Scientists agreed that 
the environmental benefits 
outweighed any damage the 
flood may have caused. 

Most scientists think there * 
will be more planned floods in 
the years to come, in the 
Grand Canyon and elsewhere. 
Studies are underway of other 
rivers controlled by dams to 
see if they would Benefit from 
controlled floods. 

Isn't it ironic that a flash 
flood can be so destructive, yet, 
in some special cases, provide 
so many benefits.
